SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION. 


Four regiments of the Pennsylvania 
militia have been sent to the several dis- 
tricts. Others are waiting orders to move 
at a moment’s notice. 

The lieutenant-governor of Pennsy]- 
vania i¢ in command of the state troops. 

Fifty deputy sheriffs have been sent to 
Hazleton at the request of the sheriff, 
who fears an outbreak. 

Report from Forest City is that miners 
are in state of unrest, as they fear their 
cause is already hopeless. 

Factories in the East are substituting 
soft coal under their boilers for anthra- 
cite and prices have advanced heavily. 

In the Lehigh district armed deputies 
guard the mines and patrol the principal 
roads, and a tense feeling prevails. 

Trouble was avoided at Sandy Run this 
morning by the men at work promising to 
quit Monday. 

But one person was killed in yester- 
day's riot, the child supposed to be dead 
having recovered consciousness. 


POTTSVILLE, Pa., Sept. 22.—The Eighth 
regiment, Pennsylvania National Guards, 
Col. Theodore F. Hoffman commanding, 
with headquarters at Pottsville, 
orders early this morning from Harrisburg 
to mobilize his régiment at Mahanoy Plane 
at 5 o'clock a. m. Immediately messengers 
were fleeing to and fro to awaken the 
slumbering guardsmen and by 8 o'clock the 
regiment had five companies ready to go to 
the scene of the disturbance. 

The regiment is composed of five com- 
panies from Schuylkill, one company each 
from Pottsville, St. Clair, Tamaqua, Ma- 
hanoy City and Girardville, éight in the re- 
gion where the trouble originated and five 
companies from the towns near Harrisburg. 

Many thought it would be an unwise 
movement to take the militia from this re- 
gion, but Col. Hoffman soon set their minds 
at rest by declaring his regiment would 
obey orders anywhere when issued by their 
superiors. 

The above mentioned five companies, 
gether with Company F, Fourth regiment, 
immediagely upon arriving at Mahanoy 
Plane, only four miles from Shenandoah, 
took a special train and went to Shenan- 
doah before daylight. The Fourth regiment, 
with headquarters at Allentown, also ar- 
rived early this morning, followed later by 
the Twelfth regiment, with headquarters 
at Sunbury and Williamsport. 

The opinion here is that one troop of 
cavalry seems a rather snpll force to 
send to a place like the Shenandoah val- 
ley, with its collieries scattered for miles, 
and some think an entire brigade will be 
necessary to preserve order if the mob 
shows any disposition to break loose to- 
day. 

The Ninth regiment of Wilkesbarre and 
the Thirteenth regiment of Scranton are 
held in reserve in anticipation that an out- 
break will occur in either of those, regions.

WIVES OF THE MINERS 


| FORCE MEN TO QUIT 
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Olivia Howard Dunbar, for the Post-Dispatch, Tells How 
Timid Men Are Urged to Fight for Their Rights — 


BY OLIVIA HOWARD DUNBAR.

MOUNT CARMEL, Pa., Sept. 22.—Women 
are the leaders of the Mount Carmel strik- 
ers. 

The strength bred of the tireless patience 
and suffering has become an active forée. 

The man who is too cowardly to strike 
will have to deal henceforth with these he- 
roic women. 

Here is a typical incident for proof: 

On Monday, when the strike became gen- 
eral here, the Rider colliery remained in 
operation. Only a third, approximately, of 
the men had struck. Yet the Rider men sulf- 
fer all the wrongs peculiar to the employes 
of an individual operator, and have no rea- 
son, apparently, to consider themselves 
better off than the other miners. 

The women could not abide their timorous 
policy. 

Faced Six Hundred 
Angry Women, 

So, on Tuesday night, when the Rider men 
left work, they found themselves face to 
face with an army of 600 angry women, most 
of them leading their little children by the 
hand, and many carrying babies in their 
arms. 

Hisses, shouts and execrations came from 
the women. 

‘“Blacklegs,”’ they cried. “How do you 
dare to work? You are ruining our cause 
and stealing our children’s bread.” 

And beset by righteous fury, they hurled 
“great Jagged stones at the “‘blacklegs,”’ who 
attempted no defense, but ran for their 
lives, wading knee-deep through a stream 
rather than go by the road where the wom- 
en stood massed together. 

But the lesson had been effectually taught, 
The next day not a man appeared at the 
Rider colliery. It had been closed—and by 
women.

I talked with almost every woman who 
lives In this squalid group of shanties and 
the testimony was in each case the same— 
starvation wages, galling oppression.

I looked carefully over the checks for the 
last three months and found that the high- 
est sum this able-bodied miner had received 
fortnightly was $8.64, and the lowest $3.44, 
and his rent had already been dedueted. 
With the amounts quoted the man had te 
buy food and clothing for himself, his wife 
and five children, 


His Poor 
Wife Wept. 

It is no wonder that his poor wife wept 
as she told me of her trouble. The silent, 
shrinking children that followed her about 
were never sure, she told me, of food. For 
herself, she had hardly the courage to keep 
up a struggle) that seemed likely to end in 
death. 

It is women fortified by experiences such 
as this who are urging the men of this 
district to fight to the last. 

Hardly able to credit the full extent. of

Mr. Gallagher has been a miner for 
years, and is still.

“They certainly could not live without 
this help. They can barely live with it.”

‘This poverty ts nothing new. Why, in the 
25 years that I have been a miner I have 
seen a reduction of from 3 to 300 per cent 
in the wages paid to contract labor.”

Four Men Went Through a 


Burlington Express Car. 


.THE OTHER WORKED ALONE. 


HE WENT THROUGH PULLMANS 
IN METHODICAL MANNER. 


The Four Got a Small Sum From Safe, 
but the Single Robber Cleaned 
Up $500 and a Lot of 
Watches. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 22.—Four masked 
men held up the express car on the St. 
Louis-Portiand train of the Burlington 
early today at the village of Woodlawn, a 
few miles northwest of Lincoln. 

The men commanded the express messen- 
\ger to open the local safe for them and 
‘allow them to go through it. 

The through safe, which the messenger 
could not open, and which contained a 
Jarge sum of money, was not molested. 

The robbers secured a very small sum 
from the local safe. After going through 
jthe safe the men left the express car and 
disappeared. 

The train left Lincoln shortly after mid- 
might and it is supposed the robbers 
‘boarded it at this place. 

There are many stories afloat here con- 
cerning the holdup. A young man who came 

‘in today from the scene said the engineer 
was struck over the head with a revolver 
‘and that the pockets of the passengers were 
irified.” The railroad authorities deny this 
‘story and gay no money was secured ex- 
cept from the local safe. They admit the 
engineer and fireman were covered with re- 
‘volvers and were compelled to stop the 
‘train, but say neither was hurt. The four 
robbers crept over the tender to reach the 
enginemen. The fireman was ordered to de- 
tach the express car from the remainder of 
the train, but this he was unable to do. The 
Burlington company has offered a reward 
of $500 for the apprehension of the robbers. 
The police are working on the case. 


WORKED METHODICALLY. 
SPOKANE, Wash., Sept. 22.—Single-hand- 
ed, a masked robber held up the west- 
bound passenger train on the Northern 
Pacific at 1 o'clock this morning, and suc- 
ceeded in getting away with about $500 in 
cash, several watches and a quantity of 
jewelry. 
The robbery occurred after the train left 
Athol, Idaho, and the lone robber left the 
train at Rahtdrum. The holdup was evi-

WAS VANDERBILT MISSIONARY. 


CLAIMED HER FATHER WAS A 
GERMAN OF ROYAL LINEAGE. 


Her Poorer Sister Saved Enough to Go 
to Germany and Clear Mother’s 
Fair Fame of Stain 
Imposed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—After years of 
self-denial, Mrs. Adelaide Dickman has 
cleared her dead mother’s memory of a 
Stain put upon it by an older sister's en- 
deavor to prove that she was of royal 
descent. This sister is Miss Augusta Von 
Erkine, known to every charitable institu- 
tion in this city as ‘“‘Mrs. Vanderbilt's mis- 
sionary.”’ 

Miss Von Erkine makés the claim that 
Von Erkine, a German of royal blood, was 
her father and not Theodore Merres, her 
mother’s husband, a hardworking tobacco- 
nist, who lived to raise sixteen children 
in Germany, and then died. 

Merres and his wife are now buried in 
a cemetery outside of Frankfort-on-the- 
Main. When 19, Augusta left her uncle's 
home and found a place with the late 
Mrs. W. H. Vanderbilt, who made her a 
companion, and later her representative in 
charity work. When Mrs. Vanderbilt died 
she left the young woman a fortune. . 

Miss Merres, as she was then known, said 
She learned the truth in a deathbed con- 
fession. Whatever it was, she at ‘once 
changed her name and advertised that 
thereafter she would be Karalino Augusta 
Theodore Von Erkine. 

While in Europe several years ago Miss 
Von Erkine visited the grave of her moth- 
er. At the head of the grave was a 
modest little stone. On the stone was en- 
graved: ‘“‘Augusta Merres.”’ 

Miss Von Erkine, able to afford a costly 


gravestone, and believing that the name of 
her putative father should be inscribed upon 
it, had the modest stone replaced by a 
handsome one, on which was engraved: 

‘“‘Miss Von Erkine Merres.”’ 

Mrs. Dickman, by denying herself com- 
forts for eighteen months, saved enough 
money to visit Germany, examine the rec- 
ords and, as she believes, established the 
purity of her mother. She says her sis- 
ter may be a good missionary, but she 
thinks her a mighty undutiful daughter.

THE DEMISE OF CHIVALRY. 


If chivalry is dead, what has killed it? The question ap- 
plies more particularly to the conduct of persons in street 
care. It is a subject that will not down. It must be settled 
right, if at all. 

Marion Harland insists that the men are at fault. She says 
that it makes no difference that women have begun to do 
men’s work. It is the duty of men to remember that women 
@re weaker, and in all cases give them seats in street cars. 

But, some men answer, if we yield our seats to women, they 
make no acknowledgment. They are ill-mannered. Why 
should we show them consideration, to be snubbed for our 
pains? 

To this Marion Harland replies that if the woman proffers 
no thatiks, “that is her affair.’’

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WHOSE IS THE GAMBLING PULL ? 


The answer of the police authorities to the Post-Dispatch's 
evidence that professional gambling is flourishing in St. Louis 
is a bunch of excuses. 

The police commissioners claim to have issued stringent or- 
ders for the suppression of gambling. 

Chief Campbell says it is difficult to obtain evidence against 
the gamblers and impossible to convict them in the courts. 

Lieut. Johnson, who is charged with the duty of suppressing 


there was no gambling in St. Louis during the period when 
the Post-Dispatch found faro, craps, poker, pools and gam- 
bling whist flourishing. Lieut. Johnson pleads ignorance. 

No one doubts that it is difficult to obtain evidence of gam- 
bling and to secure the punishment of the gamblers in the 
courts. But these obstacles do not excuse the failure of the 
police authorities to do their duty. It does not explain the 
ignorance of the police authorities with regard to notorious 
gambling establishments. 

It is true that on nights when gambling raids are made the 
big gambling piaces are closed. But why? Who tips the 
big gamblers off on gambling raids 

The responsibility rests with Gov. Stephens and his police 
board. jambling will stop in St. Louis the day the police 
board determines to stop it. 

What has Gov. Stephens to say with regard to the failure 
of his police authorities to stop gambling? What will he do 
about ft? , 

Keeping a gambling place is a felony in the State of Mis- 
souri. Renting buildings or rooms for gambling and engag- 
ing in gambling games are offenses under the law. The viola- 
tions of the gambling laws are fit subjects for grandjury in- 
vestigation. 

A vigorous grandjury investigation would bring answers to 
the questions: 

Why does gambling flourish in St. Louis? 
tects the gamblers? Whose is the pull? 
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Because George Washington wrote of the United States as 
an “empire,” some of the imperialists jump at the conclusion 
that he was an imperialist.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.~—Notes have 
been sent to the powers clearly defining the 
course this government has determined to 
pursue in the Chinese situation. The Chi- 


nese government must be promptly re-es- 
tablished and enter Into new treaties with 
, adequate provision for reparation and guar- 
antees for the future. 

+ Most of the United States troops are to bo 
withdrawn from China immediately. 

China will be compelled to punish her own 
culprits. 

It is the belief of this government that 
ithere is nothing to prevent the beginning 
of negotiations without further delay, and 
that no occasion exists for the protracted 
continuance of troops on Chinese territory. 
, Co-operation with the powers along these 
‘lines will be welcomed by this government 
which must, however, reserve the right ao 
act independently on any proposition which 
might lead to war with the Chinese empire. 

A memorandum will be made public by 
the state department after the notes reach 
their destinations giving a full statement 
of the conditions now existing, which will 
unmistakably demonstrate that the course 
of the United States has been thoroughly 
consistent from the first and that nothing 
has succeeded itn swerving the administra- 
tion from its determination not to become 
embroiled in any ulterior designs other na- 
tions may have upon China. 

According to the best available specific in- 
formation this government announces its 
recognition of Li Hung Chang and Prince 
Ching as the plenipotentiaries of the Em- 
peror Kwang Su, and has authorized Minis- 
ter Conger to open preliminary negotiations 
with them at once.
